• The reservation is located northeast of 
Arizona, nearest town are Winslow 62 
miles and Flagstaff 97 miles

• Villages are wide spread between 
Moenkopi and Spider Mound near the 
Navajo border areas. Land Management 
District No.6 which was formerly an Joint 
Use Area of the 1882 Executive Order 
Reservation partitioned to Hopi Tribe. 

• Hopi people still recognize leader 
(Kikmongwi) of the villages who exercises 
authorities and responsibly as reserved to 
the villages by Constitution and By-laws of 
the Hopi Tribe.

• The Hopi monthly traditional ceremonial 
cycle are still  carried out.  Traditional 
value system are passed on from the 
families who still has an strong traditional 
background.
